On  Display  in  Symphony  Hall 

The  history  of  Symphony  Hall  and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  is  documented 
throughout  the  public  spaces  of  Symphony  Hall  in  an  exhibit  that  displays  hidden 
treasures  from  the  BSO  Archives,  bringing  to  life  the  rich  legacy  of  Symphony  Hall 
both  as  an  historic  building  in  the  city  of  Boston,  and  as  one  of  the  world’s  greatest 
concert  halls.  Among  the  topics  covered  are  the  design,  construction,  and  acoustics 
of  Symphony  Hall,  and  its  grand  opening  on  October  15,  1900;  guest  artists 
who  have  performed  with  the  BSO;  pre- 
mieres given  here  by  the  BSO;  the  early 
formation  of  the  orchestra;  the  Boston 
Pops;  radio  and  television  broadcasting 
history;  and  the  use  of  Symphony  Hall  as 
a recording  venue.  The  exhibit  also  ex- 
plores the  use  of  Symphony  Hall  by 
other  performing  artists  and  by  such 
groups  as  the  Handel  & Haydn  Society 
and  FleetCelebrity  Series,  as  well  as 
many  non-musical  activities  including 
political  events,  travelogues,  movie  screenings,  and  a variety  of  trade  shows.  Shown 
at  left  is  a 1900  photograph  of  pianist  Harold  Bauer,  a frequent  soloist  with  the  BSO 
between  1900  and  1937  (photo  by  Gessford).  At  right  is  a 1936  charcoal  drawing 
by  Gerome  Brush  of  Richard  Burgin,  the  BSO’s  concertmaster  from  1920  to  1962. 

The  exhibit  is  located  on  the  first  two  levels  of  Symphony  Hall — on  the  orchestra 
level  along  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  Huntington  Avenue  corridors,  and  on  the 
first  balcony  along  the  Massachusetts  Avenue  corridor,  in  the  Cabot-Cahners  Room, 
and  in  the  west  corridor  (paralleling  Gainsborough  Street) — and  in  the  Cohen  Wing 
display  cases  across  from  the  Symphony  Shop.

Keith  Lockhart 

In  February  1995  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twentieth 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  main- 
tained a busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than 
600  concerts  and  made  55  television  shows,  includ- 
ing 35  new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops;  the 
annual  July  Fourth  spectacular,  produced  by  WBZ- 
TV4  in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  CBS  Television;  and 
Holiday  at  Pops,  produced  by  WCVB-TV5  in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on 
A&E.  The  2002  Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,”  led  by  Mr.  Lockhart, 
won  the  ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast  category.  Under  Mr. 
Lockhart’s  direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing  to 
enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country.  The  2003 
Boston  Pops  Holiday  Tour  marked  his  25th  tour  with  the  orchestra  in  just  nine  sea- 
sons, including  dates  throughout  the  continental  United  States,  several  concerts  in 
Canada,  and  four  trips  to  Asia,  the  most  recent  a three-concert  tour  of  Japan  in  July 
2003.  Mr.  Lockhart  has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall,  and 
in  February  2002  he  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl  XXXVI 
at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  Since  1996  Keith  Lockhart  and  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  recorded  eight  albums  with  RCA  Victor — Runnin’  Wild: 
The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller  (1996),  American  Visions  (1997),  the  Grammy- 
nominated  The  Celtic  Album  (February  1998),  Holiday  Pops  (September  1998),  A 
Splash  of  Pops  (1999),  the  Latin  Grammy-nominated  The  Latin  Album  (2000), 

Encore!  (March  2000),  and  My  Favorite  Things-A  Richard  Rodgers  Celebration 
(April  2002). 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  N.Y.,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his  musical 
studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from  Furman  Univer- 
sity in  Greenville,  S.C.,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh.  Mr.  Lockhart 
came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he  served  as  associate  conductor 
of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati  Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of 
the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lockhart  led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter 
Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City.  As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the 
major  symphony  orchestras  of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal, 
New  York,  Philadelphia,  Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002  he 
opened  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo 
Ma;  on  New  Year’s  Eve  2002  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin;  and 
he  made  his  debut  with  the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of  Amsterdam  in  June  2003. 

The  current  season  brings  performances  with  the  Toronto  and  Baltimore  symphonies 
and  his  Boston  Lyric  Opera  debut,  leading  Tosca  in  March  and  April  of  2004.  Notable 
past  engagements  include  his  first  major  opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Bal- 
lad of  Baby  Doe,  with  the  Washington  (D.C.)  Opera  and  recent  debuts  with  the  New 
York  Chamber  Symphony,  the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the  New  Japan  Philharmonic. 
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John  Williams 

In  January  1980  John  Williams  was  named  nineteenth 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  He  assumed  the  title  of  Boston  Pops 
Laureate  Conductor  following  his  retirement  in  De- 
cember 1993  and  currently  holds  the  title  of  Artist-in- 
l Residence  at  Tanglewood.  Born  in  New  York,  Mr. 

I Williams  attended  UCLA,  studied  composition  pri- 
vately with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco,  and  attend- 
ed the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame 
Rosina  Lhevinne.  He  worked  as  a jazz  pianist  before  beginning  his  career  in 
the  film  studios,  where  he  worked  with  such  composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred 
Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for  many  television  pro- 
grams in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmy  awards  for  his  work.  John  Williams  has  com- 
posed the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  more  than  85  films,  including  Harry 
Potter  and  the  Chamber  of  Secrets,  Catch  Me  If  You  Can,  Minority  Report,  Star  Wars: 
Attack  of  the  Clones,  Harry  Potter  and  the  Sorcerer’s  Stone,  A. I.  Artificial  Intelligence, 
The  Patriot,  Angela’s  Ashes,  Star  Wars:  The  Phantom  Menace,  Stepmom,  Saving  Pri- 
vate Ryan,  Amistad,  The  Lost  World,  Rosewood,  Sleepers,  Nixon,  Sabrina,  Schindler’s 
List,  Jurassic  Park,  Home  Alone  2,  Par  and  Away,  JFK,  Hook,  Home  Alone,  Presumed 
Innocent,  Born  on  the  Fourth  of  July,  the  three  Indiana  Jones  films.  The  Accidental 
Tourist,  Empire  of  the  Sun,  The  Witches  of  Eastwick,  E.T.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial),  Super- 
man, Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  the  Star  Wars  trilogy.  Jaws,  and  Goodbye, 
Mr.  Chips.  He  has  received  42  Academy  Award  nominations,  and  has  been  awarded 
five  Oscars,  one  British  Academy  Award,  eighteen  Grammys,  and  three  Golden  Globes, 
as  well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His  Soundings  was  commissioned  from 
the  Los  Angeles  Philharmonic  for  the  opening  of  Disney  Hall  in  October  2003,  and  his 
Horn  Concerto  was  premiered  in  November  2003  by  the  Chicago  Symphony  and  its 
principal  horn  Dale  Clevenger.  Mr.  Williams  will  serve  as  Grand  Marshal  of  the  2004 
Tournament  of  Roses  parade.  He  recently  completed  the  scores  for  Harry  Potter  and 
the  Prisoner  of  Azkaban  and  Star  Wars:  Episode  III.  Upcoming  are  The  Terminal  and 
The  Secret  Life  of  Walter  Mitty,  both  Steven  Spielberg  films. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Mr.  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  includ- 
ing two  symphonies,  and  concertos  for  bassoon,  cello,  flute,  violin,  clarinet,  tuba,  and 
trumpet.  He  composed  Call  of  the  Champions  for  the  2002  Olympic  Games  in  Salt 
Lake  City,  the  NBC  News  theme  “The  Mission,”  “Liberty  Fanfare,”  composed  for 
the  rededication  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty,  “We’re  Lookin’  Good!,”  composed  for  the 
Special  Olympics  in  celebration  of  the  1987  International  Summer  Games,  the  themes 
for  the  1984,  1988,  and  1996  Summer  Olympic  games,  and  for  Seiji!,  honoring  Seiji 
Ozawa’s  25th  anniversary  as  BSO  music  director.  Many  of  Mr.  Williams’s  film  scores 
have  been  released  as  recordings;  the  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  more 
than  four  million  copies.  He  has  also  led  a highly  acclaimed  series  of  albums  with  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  Philips  and  Sony  Classical.  Mr.  Williams  has  led  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  and  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra  on  tour.  He  has  conducted 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  both  at  Symphony  Hall  and  at  Tanglewood  and  has 
appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  many  orchestras.  With  the  BSO  and  violinist  Gil 
Shaham,  Mr.  Williams  has  recorded  his  Violin  Concerto,  TreeSong,  and  Three  Pieces 
from  Schindler’s  List  on  Deutsche  Grammophon.

Bruce  Hangen 

In  2002  Bruce  Hangen  became  Principal  Pops  Guest 
Conductor,  the  first  in  Boston  Pops  history.  Since  his 
debut  in  1979,  he  has  led  well  over  200  concerts  with 
the  Boston  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  orches- 
tras. Mr.  Hangen ’s  most  recent  appointment  came  in 
May  2003,  when  The  Boston  Conservatory  named 
him  Director  of  Orchestral  Activities,  in  which  posi- 
tion he  serves  as  principal  orchestral  conductor  as 
well  as  director  of  both  the  orchestra  and  conducting  pro- 
grams. Mr.  Hangen  is  now  in  his  seventh  season  as  Music  Director  of  the 
Indian  Hill  Symphony.  Associated  with  the  Indian  Hill  Music  Center  of  Littleton, 
Mass.,  the  Indian  Hill  Symphony  is  the  only  professional  orchestra  serving  central 
Massachusetts  and  southern  New  Hampshire,  and  complements  the  Center’s  parallel 
purpose  of  providing  the  finest  in  music  education  through  its  community  music 
school.  Concurrently,  Bruce  Hangen  remains  active  as  the  Artistic  and  General 
Director  of  the  Portland  Opera  Repertory  Theatre  (P.O.R.T.)  of  Portland,  Maine,  the 
company  he  founded  in  July  1995.  P.O.R.T.  presents  an  annual  July  festival  of  main- 
stage  and  other  performances. 

For  twelve  years  (1984-1996)  Bruce  Hangen  was  Music  Director  of  the  Omaha 
(Nebraska)  Symphony.  He  expanded  the  orchestra’s  offerings,  initiated  full-orchestra 
touring,  undertook  major  collaborations  with  other  area  institutions,  introduced  new 
educational  programs,  and  established  a sister-orchestra  relationship  between  Omaha 
and  Shizuoka,  Japan.  Omaha’s  nationally  acclaimed  “West  Meets  West”  celebration  of 
the  Native  American  was  conceived  and  conducted  by  Mr.  Hangen.  During  the  two 
seasons  1998-2000,  Bruce  Hangen  was  Acting  Resident  Conductor  of  both  the  Utah 
and  Kansas  City  symphony  orchestras.  He  was  for  ten  seasons  (1976-86)  Music  Di- 
rector and  Conductor  of  the  Portland  (Maine)  Symphony;  six  years  (1973-79)  Associ- 
ate Conductor  of  the  Denver  Symphony;  four  years  (1975-79)  Music  Director  of 
the  Arapahoe  Chamber  Orchestra  in  Denver;  and  for  six  summer  seasons  (1966-72) 
Assistant  Conductor  of  the  Colorado  Philharmonic  (now  the  National  Repertory 
Orchestra).  In  the  1972-73  season  alone,  Mr.  Hangen  held  three  positions:  Assistant 
Conductor  of  the  Syracuse  Symphony,  Conducting  Assistant  of  the  Buffalo  Philhar- 
monic, and  Faculty  Conductor  at  the  Eastman  School  of  Music.  A graduate  of  the 
Eastman  School  with  a major  in  conducting,  he  was  also  a Conducting  Fellow  at 
the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  in  1972  and  1973.  While  at  Eastman,  he  formed  the 
Baroque  Chamber  Orchestra  and  co-founded  Zeitgeist  in  Musik,  a contemporary 
chamber  ensemble.  Bruce  Hangen  maintains  an  active  guest  conducting  schedule.  He 
has  twice  led  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  and  has  recently  appeared  with  the 
orchestras  of  St.  Louis,  Baltimore,  Pittsburgh,  San  Francisco,  Atlanta,  Jacksonville, 
Houston,  and  the  Florida  Philharmonic.  He  remains  strongly  committed  to  education, 
both  as  an  involved  overseer  of  his  own  orchestra’s  programs  and  by  appearing  as 
guest  conductor.  Mr.  Hangen  is  the  recipient  of  an  Honorary  Doctor  of  Fine  Arts 
degree  from  the  University  of  New  England,  and  in  Omaha  he  received  the  ICAN 
Foundation’s  1990  Browning  Award  for  Career  Excellence  and  Vision. 
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Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 
John  Oliver,  Conductor 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized  in  the 
spring  of  1970,  when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver 
became  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Made  up  of  members  who 
donate  their  services,  and  originally  formed  for  per- 
formances at  the  BSO’s  summer  home,  the  Tangle- 
wood Festival  Chorus  is  now  the  official  chorus  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Boston  Pops,  performing  in 
Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood.  It  gives  its  own  Friday-evening  Prelude 
Concert  each  summer  in  Seiji  Ozawa  Hall,  and  it  will  give  a special  concert  of  its  own 
in  May  2004  at  Jordan  Hall  in  Boston.  The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has  also  per- 
formed with  the  Boston  Symphony  in  Europe  under  Bernard  Haitink  and  in  the  Far 
East  under  Seiji  Ozawa.  In  February  1998,  singing  from  the  General  Assembly  Hall 
of  the  United  Nations,  the  chorus  represented  the  United  States  in  the  Opening  Cere- 
monies of  the  1998  Winter  Olympics  when  Seiji  Ozawa  led  six  choruses  on  five  conti- 
nents, all  linked  by  satellite,  in  Beethoven’s  Ode  to  Joy.  The  chorus  can  be  heard  on 
Boston  Symphony  recordings  under  Ozawa  and  Haitink,  and  on  the  RCA  Victor  discs 
A Splash  of  Pops  and  Holiday  Pops  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orches- 
tra, as  well  as  on  two  Christmas  albums — Joy  to  the  World,  on  Sony  Classical,  and 
We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas,  on  Philips — with  John  Williams  and  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  John  Oliver  was  for 
many  years  conductor  of  the  MIT  Chamber  Chorus  and  MIT  Concert  Choir,  and  a 
senior  lecturer  in  music  at  MIT.  Mr.  Oliver  founded  the  John  Oliver  Chorale  in  1977; 
has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  the  New  Japan  Philharmonic  and  Berkshire 
Choral  Institute;  and  has  prepared  the  choruses  for  performances  led  by  Andre  Previn 
of  Britten’s  Spring  Symphony  with  the  NHK  Symphony  in  Japan  and  of  Brahms’s  Ein 
deutsches  Requiem  at  Carnegie  Hall.  Mr.  Oliver  made  his  Boston  Symphony  conduct- 
ing debut  in  August  1985  and  led  the  orchestra  most  recently  in  July  1998.

Every  year  we  receive  hundreds  of  inquiries 
from  families  looking  for  educational  alterna- 
tives. Some  want  academic  challenge,  others 
a diverse  community,  and  still  others  a caring  and 
sophisticated  faculty.  But  each  year  we  also  meet 
many  parents  seeking  a way  to  protect  their 
daughters  from  what  they  see  as  a harshness  in 
the  world  toward  girls. 

There  are  ways  in  which  girls'  schools  do  protect 
and  shelter  girls.  We  work  hard  to  protect  the  nat- 
ural inquisitiveness  that  many  girls  begin  to  lose 
in  the  teenage  years.  We  create  an  environment 
that  protects  girls’  self-esteem.  We  offer  messages 
about  beauty,  worth,  and  success  that,  unlike 
much  of  what  the  culture  says  to  girls,  protect 
their  wholeness  and  integrity.  Apart  from  the  din 
of  daily  life,  we  also  take  time  to  listen  to  girls’ 
hopes  and  ideas.  And  we  fiercely  protect  their 
goals,  admire  their  courage,  and  encourage  their 
belief  in  their  ability  to  change  the  world. 

But  constant  sheltering  is  not  good  for  girls.  Girls 
also  need  the  hurly-burly  of  the  real  world. 

Sometimes  the  hurly-burly  is,  in  fact,  harsh,  and 
girls  have  a tough  time  with  it.  Girls  want  to  be  part 
of  important  debates  and  they  notice  when  they  are 
not.  They  see  that  opportunities  are  not  always 
equal  for  men  and  women.  They  are  sure  they  can 
do  anything,  but  they  also  know  that  it  will  be  hard- 
er for  them  to  do  some  things  than  it  will  be  for 
their  brothers.  Girls  know  this  age  will  be  filled  with 
challenges,  but  they  dream  big  nonetheless. 

A good  school  helps  girls  hold  onto  their  dreams 
by  ensuring  the  development  of  their  powerful 
minds.  A second  language;  mathematical  muscle; 
thoughtful  writing;  a scientific  as  well  as  an  artistic 
imagination;  a sense  of  history,  literature,  and  the 
richness  of  human  thought — these  are  vital  to  a 
girl's  future.  Such  an  academic  curriculum  taught 
with  passion  and  devotion  creates  a mind  that  can 
sustain  itself,  solve  problems,  and  grow.  No  girl 
should  be  denied  this. 


But  we  also  know  that  it  is  not  just  the  academic 
learning.  If  we  are  truly  committed  to  girls,  we 
must  get  them  out  of  the  classroom  and  into  the 
work  world.  They  have  to  know,  and  begin  to 
explore,  the  realities  of  the  life  ahead. 

We  might  ask,  for  example,  that  teenage  girls  run 
small  businesses.  A business  shows  girls  the 
economics  and  complexities  of  work.  It  helps 
them  understand  responsibility,  cooperation, 
and  goals. 

We  can  design  programs  to  involve  girls  in  com- 
munity service.  The  idealism  of  young  girls  is 
potent  stuff.  Let  them  put  their  energy  and  com- 
passion to  work.  Let  them  see  the  value  and  thrill 
of  helping  their  neighbors.  Let  them  test  their  val- 
ues in  the  real  world. 

We  can  lead  girls  to  a deep  connection  with  our 
shared  culture.  Give  them  a chance  to  work  in 
non-profit  historical  and  arts  organizations.  Let 
them  become  experts  and  share  their  knowl- 
edge. Let  them  understand  the  tremendous 
contribution  of  women  to  the  history  of  these 
organizations. 

Finally,  let's  allow  girls  to  work  with  mentors  one 
afternoon  each  week.  Allow  girls  to  explore  career 
ideas  and  discover  that  what  a real  lawyer  does 
isn’t  what  they  see  on  Ally  McBeal. 

Just  as  girls  need  to  analyze  chemical  compounds, 
read  poetry  in  Spanish,  and  understand  evolution, 
girls  need  to  experience  the  practicalities  inherent 
in  becoming  responsible  adults.  It  is  this  full  and 
broad  exposure  to  the  world  that  leads  girls  to 
independence. 

The  education  that  begins  by  seeking  a safe  harbor 
ends  with  girls  who  are  powerful  participants. 
School  and  parents  lead  them  toward  that 
moment  when,  prepared  and  fortified,  they  begin 
to  be  makers  of  the  world.  The  shelter  of  a pur- 
poseful education  transforms  a girl  with  potential 
into  a young  woman  prepared  to  act.

Ring  of  Fire  is  based  in  the  Pacific 
Northwest,  a region  known  for  its 
volcanic  activity.  In  the  group’s  few 
years  of  existence,  it  has  earned  a 
reputation  for  performing  excel- 
lence in  handbells.  The  13  mem- 
bers of  Ring  of  Fire,  ages  13  to  16,  are 
based  at  Tualatin  Valley  Jr.  Academy  in  Hillsboro,  Oregon.  They 
continue  to  achieve  their  dream  of  bringing  their  fiery  music  to  many  diverse  audi- 
ences, including  schools  and  churches,  corporate  functions,  charity  events,  marathons, 
NBA  basketball  games,  and  on  national  and  international  television  and  radio.  Their 
performances  feature  an  explosive  combination  of  an  energetic  director,  exuberant 
youth,  and  the  brilliance  of  61  bronze  bells!  In  January  2001,  Ring  of  Fire  performed 
at  the  Inauguration  of  President  George  W.  Bush,  marking  the  first  time  handbells  have 
been  a part  of  a U.S.  Presidential  Inauguration.  The  group  was  one  of  38  chosen  from 
over  10,000  applicants  nationwide.  In  the  fall  of  2001,  Ring  of  Fire  had  the  incredible 
opportunity  to  perform  in  New  York  City  and  Washington,  D.C.,  after  the  horrific 
events  of  September  1 1th.  The  2001  trip  to  the  east  coast  ended  with  a memorable 
performance  in  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral.  Ring  of  Fire  continues  to  tour,  sharing  their 
passion  for  music  with  audiences  around  the  world.  In  the  summer  of  2003,  ROF 
performed  in  England,  France,  Switzerland,  and  Germany.  The  2003-2004  season  is 
packed  with  over  40  performances  in  18  states  across  the  country. 

Jason  Wells  founded  Ring  of  Fire  in  1997.  His  dream  to  create  an  ensemble  that 
performs  the  most  exciting  music  written  for  handbells,  all  from  memory,  allowing  a 
strong  connection  between  director  and  the  musicians,  has  become  a reality  with  ROF. 
Jason  currently  serves  as  a clinician  throughout  the  U.S.  and  Canada,  energizing  choirs 
and  working  to  spread  his  passion  for  excellence  in  handbells. 
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Billy  Gilman 

At  a young  age,  Billy  Gilman  discovered  that  he  had 
a gift  for  singing,  influenced  by  such  artists  as  Tim 
McGraw  and  Pam  Tillis.  With  the  assistance  of  Asleep 
At  The  Wheel  frontman  Ray  Benson,  he  recorded  a 
demo  in  Austin  and  quickly  found  a recording  home 
at  Epic  Records  in  Nashville.  During  the  spring  of 
2000,  he  began  performing  for  50,000  people  and 
more  on  George  Strait’s  stadium  tour;  he  was  the 
buzz  of  the  evening  after  performing  with  Ray  Benson  at  the 
Academy  of  Country  Music  Awards;  he  debuted  on  the  Grand  Ole  Opry;  and 
he  released  his  first  album.  One  Voice.  He  has  performed  on  The  Larry  King  Show, 

The  Oprah  Winfrey  Show,  The  Tonight  Show,  and  NBC’s  Today  Show.  In  addition,  he 
sang  at  the  White  House,  appeared  in  the  Macy’s  Thanksgiving  Day  Parade,  earned 
nominations  from  the  AMA,  the  ACM,  the  Country  Music  Association,  and  the 
Grammys,  and  won  four  Billboard  Video  Awards.  His  other  albums  include  Classic 
Christmas  (2000)  and  Dare  to  Dream  (2001).  Earlier  this  year,  at  age  14,  Billy  Gilman 
released  his  fourth  album,  the  lyrics  of  which  were  written  by  a 13-year-old,  Mattie 
Stepanek,  who  is  combating  a rare  form  of  muscular  dystrophy.  Mattie  had  been 
approached  previously  by  several  artists  who  wanted  to  put  music  to  his  words,  but 
never  felt  the  opportunity  was  right  until  Billy  Gilman  presented  the  idea.  Billy,  mean- 
while, is  experiencing  a voice  change  that  is  both  difficult  and  expected,  and  the  friend- 
ship has  made  that  transition  easier.  Although  Mattie’s  poems  were  never  intended  to 
become  music,  a group  of  capable  Nashville  songwriters  created  beautiful  melodies  that 
mirror  the  poetry,  and  the  result  is  Music  Through  Heartsongs:  Songs  Based  On  The 
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Retire  with  style.

1.5  million  copies  of  his  books,  much  as  Gilman  jumped  immediately  onto  national 
music  charts  on  his  way  to  sales  of  more  than  3 million  albums.  The  two  were  first 
linked  in  an  appearance  on  The  Larry  King  Show,  and  have  come  together  at  a mutu- 
ally beneficial  time.

Charles  Osgood 

Charles  Osgood,  dubbed  CBS  News’  poet-in-residence, 
has  been  anchor  of  CBS  News  Sunday  Morning  since 
1994.  He  also  anchors  and  writes  The  Osgood  File,  his 
daily  news  commentary  broadcast  on  the  CBS  Radio 
Network.  He  was  inducted  into  the  National  Associa- 
tion of  Broadcasters  Hall  of  Fame  in  1990  and  has 
received  some  the  highest  accolades  in  broadcast 
journalism,  including  a 1999  International  Radio 
and  Television  Society  Foundation  award  for  significant 
achievement.  Mr.  Osgood  received  a 1997  George  Foster  Peabody  Award  for 
Sunday  Morning  and  two  additional  Peabody  Awards,  in  1985  and  1986,  for  News- 
mark,  a weekly  CBS  Radio  public  affairs  broadcast.  He  received  his  third  Emmy  Award 
in  1997  for  his  Sunday  Morning  interview  with  American  realist  painter  Andrew  Wyeth. 
The  Osgood  File  has  earned  him  five  coveted  Washington  Journalism  Review  Best  in 
the  Business  Awards,  among  other  honors.  Mr.  Osgood  received  a 1999  Radio  Mer- 
cury Award,  a 1996  American  Society  of  Composers,  Authors  and  Publishers  Presi- 
dent’s Award  for  outstanding  coverage  and  support  of  music  creators,  and  a 1993 
Marconi  Radio  Award.  He  has  anchored  and  reported  for  many  CBS  News  broadcasts 
including  the  CBS  Morning  News,  the  CBS  Evening  News  with  Dan  Rather,  and  the 
CBS  Sunday  Night  News.  Before  joining  CBS  News  in  September  1971,  Charles  Osgood 
was  an  anchor/reporter  for  WCBS  News  Radio  88  in  New  York  (1967-71).  Prior  to 
that,  he  spent  four  years  on  general  assignment  for  ABC  News.  He  was  the  general 
manager  of  the  first  pay  television  station  in  the  United  States,  WHCT  in  Hartford, 
Conn.,  and  the  program  director  and  manager  of  WGMS  Radio  in  Washington,  D.C. 
He  is  the  author  of  five  books.  Nothing  Could  Be  Finer  Than  a Crisis  That  Is  Minor 
in  the  Morning  (1979)  and  There’s  Nothing  / Wouldn't  Do  if  You  Would  Be  My 
POSSEQ  (1981)  are  compilations  of  some  of  his  best  radio  broadcasts.  Osgood  on 
Speaking:  How  to  Think  on  Your  Feet  without  Falling  on  Your  Face  (1988)  is  a 
tongue-in-cheek  guide  for  public  speaking,  and  The  Osgood  Files  (1991)  is  a compila- 
tion of  his  syndicated  newspaper  columns.  His  fifth  book.  See  You  on  the  Radio,  was 
published  in  1999.  Born  on  Jan.  8,  1933,  in  New  York,  Charles  Osgood  holds  a bach- 
elor’s degree  from  Fordham  University  and  honorary  doctorates  from  many  colleges 
and  universities.  An  overseer  at  Colby  College,  he  is  also  a trustee  at  the  School  of 
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Strings  in  Manhattan,  which  he  claims  would  never  have  happened  if  they  had  heard 
him  play.  Mr.  Osgood  has  performed  with  the  Mormon  Tabernacle  Choir  and  has 
played  the  piano  and  banjo  with  the  New  York  Pops  and  Boston  Pops  orchestras.  He 
and  his  wife  Jean  have  five  children.  The  National  Father’s  Day  Committee  named  him 
Father  of  the  Year  in  1985. 


James  Orent 

Boston  native  James  Orent’s  lifelong  passion  for  music 
and  aviation  can  be  traced  back  to  his  childhood 
heroes:  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  NASA’s 
Mercury  Seven  astronauts.  Since  his  debut  at  eighteen 
conducting  Stravinsky’s  Symphony  of  Psalms,  he  has 
performed  in  eleven  countries.  In  August  2003  he 
made  Boston  Pops  history  with  his  dramatic  substi- 
tution for  Keith  Lockhart  before  13,000  enthusiastic 
fans  at  the  Ravinia  Festival  near  Chicago.  Mr.  Orent  has  led 
more  than  thirty  Boston  Pops  performances,  including  concerts  at  Symphony 
Hall,  on  the  Esplanade,  and  at  San  Francisco’s  Davies  Symphony  Hall.  He  made  his 
Boston  Pops  radio  debut  in  1998  and  his  national  television  debut  in  1999,  conducting 
BPO  members  at  the  Ryder  Cup  Matches.  Current  season  highlights  include  return 
engagements  with  the  Boston  Conservatory  Ballet  and  Repertory  orchestras  and  his 
debut  with  the  Lexington  Sinfonietta.  Recently  appointed  Artistic  Director  of  Outside- 
the  Box-Entertainment,  Inc.  (a  fledgling  producer  of  cutting-edge  symphonic  and  pops 
entertainment  packages),  Mr.  Orent  was  musical  consultant  to  ARCADD  Architectural 
Firm  of  Newton,  Massachusetts,  participating  in  the  creation  of  their  entry  into  the 
International  Design  Competition  for  the  proposed  Concert  Hall  and  Theatre  Complex 
in  Stavanger,  Norway.  Recent  engagements  include  serving  as  music  director  for  the 
Scottish  Rite  Masons’  Millennium  2000  Celebration  and  interim  music  director  for  the 
Greater  Boston  Youth  Symphony  Orchestras,  return  appearances  with  the  Boston 
Festival  Pops  and  Melrose  Symphony  Orchestra  master  classes,  appearances  with  the 
Indian  Hill  Symphony  Orchestra,  the  Pro  Arte  and  Newbury  chamber  orchestras, 

MIT’s  lAP  Symphony,  and  Westwood’s  Music  in  the  Schools  program.  The  2003 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra’s  Holiday  Tour  was  his  24th  as  cover  conductor 
for  Keith  Lockhart.  Celebrating  his  1 8th  season  as  a BPEO  first  violinist  and  Boston 
Symphony  substitute  extra  player,  he  is  also  a member  of  the  Boston  Lyric  Opera  Or- 
chestra where  he  frequently  performs  as  assistant  concertmaster.  Winning  his  Buffalo 
Philharmonic  national  audition  by  unanimous  decision  on  the  semifinal  round,  James 
Orent  earned  the  first  NEA/Martha  Baird  Rockefeller  Fund  residency  as  Affiliate 
Artists  Conducting  Assistant  with  the  Erie  Philharmonic.  He  was  music  director  of  the 
Erie  Ballet,  Holyoke  Orchestra,  and  Amherst  Contemporary  Music  Ensemble;  guest 
conductor  with  the  Spokane  Symphony  and  Hartford  Ballet;  assistant  conductor  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Symphony,  Leonard  Bernstein  Festival,  and  Springfield  (Mass.)

Working 
with  such  partners  as  Boston  Excels  (the  Home 
for  Little  Wanderers),  FAMILY,  Project  ASPIRE, 
the  Jewish  Community  Relations  Council  and 
the  Unitarian  Universalist  Society  of  Wellesley 
Hills,  and  supported  by  John  Hancock  Insur- 
ance, a group  of  interested  businessmen,  and 
several  foundations,  the  Lucy  Stone  Initiative 
Corporation  provides  a range  of  out-of-school- 
time  programs,  family  supports  and  enrichment 
activities  to  help  remove  barriers  to  learning 
and  strengthen  development  of  the  children  in 
the  school.

Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 

Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 

The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1970,  when  founding  con- 
ductor John  Oliver  became  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music 
Center.  Made  up  of  members  who  donate  their  services,  and  originally  formed  for  perfor- 
mances at  the  BSO’s  summer  home,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  is  now  the  official 
chorus  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  and  Boston  Pops,  performing  in  Boston,  New 
York,  and  at  Tanglewood.  It  gives  its  own  Friday-evening  Prelude  Concert  each  summer  in 
Seiji  Ozawa  Flail,  and  it  will  give  a special  concert  in  May  2004  at  Jordan  Hall  in  Boston. 
The  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  has  also  performed  with  the  Boston  Symphony  in  Europe 
under  Bernard  Haitink  and  in  the  Far  East  under  Seiji  Ozawa.  In  February  1998,  singing 
from  the  General  Assembly  Hall  of  the  United  Nations,  the  chorus  represented  the  United 
States  in  the  Opening  Ceremonies  of  the  1998  Winter  Olympics  when  Seiji  Ozawa  led  six 
choruses  on  five  continents,  all  linked  by  satellite,  in  Beethoven’s  Ode  to  Joy.  The  chorus 
can  be  heard  on  Boston  Symphony  recordings  under  Ozawa  and  Haitink,  and  on  the  RCA 
Victor  discs  A Splash  of  Pops  and  Holiday  Pops  with  Keith  Lockhart  and  the  Boston  Pops 
Orchestra,  as  well  as  on  two  Christmas  albums  - Joy  to  the  World,  on  Sony  Classical,  and  We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christ- 
mas, on  Philips  - with  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus,  John  Oliver  was  for  many  years  conductor  of  the  MIT  Cham- 
ber Chorus  and  MIT  Concert  Choir,  and  a senior  lecturer  in  music  at  MIT.  Mr.  Oliver  founded  the  John  Oliver  Chorale  in 
1977;  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  the  New  Japan  Philharmonic  and  Berkshire  Choral  Institute;  and  has  pre- 
pared the  choruses  for  performances  led  by  Andre  Previn  of  Britten’s  Spring  Symphony  mth  the  NHK  Symphony  in 
Japan  and  of  Brahms’s  Ein  deutsches  Requiem  at  Carnegie  Hall.  Mr.  Oliver  made  his  Boston  Symphony  conducting 
debut  in  August  1985  and  led  the  orchestra  most  recently  in  July  1998.

Ring  of  Fire 

Ring  of  Fire  is  based  in  the  Pacific  Northwest,  a region  known 
for  its  volcanic  activity.  In  the  group’s  few  years  of  existence,  it 
has  earned  a reputation  for  performing  excellence  in  handbells. 
The  13  members  of  Ring  of  Fire,  ages  13  to  16,  are  based  at 
Tualatin  Valley  Jr.  Academy  in  Hillsboro,  Oregon.  They  continue 
to  achieve  their  dream  of  bringing  their  fiery  music,  performed  on 
61  bronze  bells,  to  many  diverse  audiences,  including  schools 
and  churches,  corporate  functions,  charity  events,  marathons, 
NBA  basketball  games,  and  on  national  and  international  televi- 
sion and  radio.  In  January  2001,  Ring  of  Fire  performed  at  the 
Inauguration  of  President  George  W.  Bush,  marking  the  first  time 
handbells  have  been  a part  of  a U.S.  Presidential  Inauguration. 
The  group  was  one  of  38  chosen  from  over  10,000  applicants  nationwide.  In  the  fall  of  2001,  Ring  of  Fire  had  the 
incredible  opportunity  to  perform  in  New  York  City  and  Washington,  D.C.,  after  the  horrific  events  of  September  11th. 
The  2001  trip  to  the  east  coast  ended  with  a memorable  performance  in  St.  Patrick’s  Cathedral  for  over  6,000  people 
for  Sunday  morning  Mass.  In  the  summer  of  2003,  ROF  performed  in  England,  France,  Switzerland,  and  Germany.  The 
2003-2004  season  is  packed  with  over  40  performances  in  18  states  across  the  country. 

Jason  Wells  founded  Ring  of  Fire  in  1997.  His  dream  to  create  an  ensemble  that  performs  the  most  exciting  music 
written  for  handbells,  all  from  memory,  allowing  a strong  connection  between  director  and  the  musicians,  has  become  a 
reality  with  ROF.  Jason  currently  serves  as  a clinician  throughout  the  U.S.  and  Canada,  energizing  choirs  and  working  to 
spread  his  passion  for  excellence  in  handbells.

Maureen  McGovern 

Maureen  McGovern  is  celebrating  her  30th  anniversary  in  show  business  this  year  with  the 
release  of  Works  of  the  Heart.  She  founded  The  McGovern  "Works  of  Heart"  Project  for  Music 
and  Healing  to  address  emotional  and  inspirational  needs  of  patients  and  care-givers.  She  is 
also  the  voice  of  Rachel  in  the  animated  video/  DVD  Joseph:  King  of  Dreams.  Ms.  McGovern’s 
recent  performances  include  a revival  of  Dear  World,  the  world  premiere  of  Letters  from  'Nam, 
The  Lion  in  Winter,  The  Umbrellas  of  Cherbourg,  Of  Thee  I Sing,  and  the  national  tour  of 
The  King  and  I.  In  1999  Ms.  McGovern  was  Grammy-nominated  for  The  Pleasure  of  His 
Company,  a CD  collaboration  with  jazz  pianist  Mike  Renzi.  She  wrote,  co-created,  and  starred 
in  The  Bengal  Tiger’s  Ball,  a children’s  musical,  which  had  its  east  coast  premiere  in  1999. 
Maureen  McGovern  made  her  Broadway  debut  as  Mabel  in  The  Pirates  of  Penzance,  then 
played  Luisa  Contini  opposite  Raul  Julia  in  Nine,  and  starred  opposite  Sting  in  The  Three- 
penny Opera.  Off-Broadway,  she  originated  the  role  of  Mary  in  Brownstone.  She  has  also 
starred  in  productions  of  South  Pacific,  The  Sound  of  Music,  Guys  and  Dolls,  and  / Do,  I Do,  and  has  appeared  in  such 
films  as  The  Towering  Inferno,  Airplane!,  Airplane  II:  The  Sequel,  and  The  Cure  for  Boredom.  Ms.  McGovern’s  recording 
career  began  with  the  Academy  Award-winning  gold  record  "The  Morning  After,"  from  The  Poseidon  Adventure,  a Grammy 
nomination  for  Best  New  Artist,  and  another  Oscar-winning  gold  record,  "We  May  Never  Love  Like  This  Again"  from  The 
Towering  Inferno.  Other  hit  records  include  "Can  You  Read  My  Mind,"  the  John  Williams/Leslie  Bricusse  love  theme  from 
the  film  Superman,  and  "Different  Worlds"  from  the  TV  series  Angie.  Among  her  recordings  are  Another  Woman  In  Love, 
State  of  the  Heart,  Naughty  Baby,  Christmas  with  Maureen  McGovern,  Baby,  I’m  Yours,  Out  of  This  World:  McGovern 
Sings  Arlen,  The  Music  Never  Ends:  The  Lyrics  of  Alan  and  Marilyn  Bergman  (re-released  this  year),  the  Grammy-nomi- 
nated Amen!  A Gospel  Celebration  with  Erich  Kunzel  and  the  Cincinnati  Pops,  and  With  a Song  In  My  Heart:  The  Great 
Songs  of  Richard  Rodgers,  with  Skitch  Henderson  and  the  New  York  Pops.  Ms.  McGovern  was  featured  in  the  PBS/BBC 
special  Celebrating  Gershwin,  starred  in  the  concertized  revival  of  Of  Thee  I SIng/Let  ’Em  Eat  Cake  at  the  Brooklyn 
Academy  of  Music  and  the  Kennedy  Center,  earned  acclaim  for  her  performances  in  the  George  and  Ira  Gershwin  Cen- 
tennial specials  in  London,  and  starred  in  PBS’s  Happy  Birthday  George  Gershwin  (now  available  on  video  and  CD).  She 
made  her  solo  Carnegie  Hall  debut  in  1989;  has  appeared  with  numerous  orchestras,  among  them  the  Boston  Pops 
(most  recently  for  the  2002  July  4th  televised  concert).  New  York  Pops,  Cincinnati  Pops,  Baltimore  Symphony,  St.  Louis 
Symphony,  and  the  National  Symphony;  and  has  starred  in  her  own  PBS  special,  Maureen  McGovern:  Live  at  Wolftrap. 
In  addition  to  "Works  of  Heart,"  she  is  deeply  involved  with  the  Muscular  Dystrophy  Association. 

Billy  Gilman 

At  a young  age,  Billy  Gilman  discovered  that  he  had  a gift  for  singing,  influenced  by  such 
artists  as  Tim  McGraw  and  Pam  Tillis.  With  the  assistance  of  Asleep  At  The  Wheel  frontman 
Ray  Benson,  Billy  recorded  a demo  in  Austin  and  quickly  found  a recording  home  at  Epic 
Records  in  Nashville.  During  the  spring  of  2000,  he  performed  on  George  Strait’s  stadium 
tour  and  with  Ray  Benson  at  the  Academy  of  Country  Music  Awards;  he  debuted  on  the  Grand 
Ole  Opry;  and  he  released  his  first  album.  One  Voice.  He  has  performed  on  The  Larry  King 
Show,  The  Oprah  Winfrey  Show,  The  Tonight  Show,  and  NBC’s  Today  Show.  In  addition,  he 
sang  at  the  White  House,  appeared  in  the  Macy’s  Thanksgiving  Day  Parade,  earned  nomina- 
tions from  the  AMA,  the  ACM,  the  Country  Music  Association,  and  the  Grammys,  and  won 
four  Billboard  Video  Awards.  His  other  albums  include  Classic  Christmas  (2000)  and  Dare 
to  Dream  (2001).  Earlier  this  year,  at  age  14,  Billy  Gilman  released  his  fourth  album,  the  lyrics  of  which  were  written  by  a 
13-year-old,  Mattie  Stepanek,  who  is  combating  a rare  form  of  muscular  dystrophy.  Although  Mattie’s  poems  were  never 
intended  to  become  music,  a group  of  capable  Nashville  songwriters  created  beautiful  melodies  that  mirror  the  poetry,  and 
the  result  is  Music  Through  Heartsongs:  Songs  Based  On  The  Poems  Of  Mattie  J.T  Stepanek.  The  two  east  coast  natives 
(Gilman  is  from  Rhode  Island,  Stepanek  from  Maryland)  have  much  in  common:  Stepanek  started  writing  at  age  3,  the 
same  age  at  which  Gilman  began  singing.  He  was  first  published  at  age  11,  the  same  age  at  which  Gilman  first  performed 
on  a nationally  televised  awards  show.  Stepanek  immediately  found  himself  on  The  New  York  Times  best-seller  lists, 
selling  1.5  million  copies  of  his  books,  much  as  Gilman  jumped  immediately  onto  national  music  charts  on  his  way  to 
sales  of  more  than  3 million  albums.  Billy  Gilman  has  been  so  touched  by  Mattie  Stepanek  that  he  is  now  helping  fight 
the  affliction  at  the  heart  of  Mattie’s  story  by  serving  as  the  Muscular  Dystrophy  Association’s  National  Youth  Chairperson.

1885 

Emulating  continental  garden 
concerts,  the  BSO  establishes 
the  first  Promenade  Concert  at 
the  old  Boston  Music  Hall.  It's 
the  start  of  a great  American 
musical  tradition.

The  Promenade  Concerts 
become  more  “American"  with 
more  American  music  and  the 
adoption  of  John  Philip  Sousa’s 
"The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever!"

With  the  infusion  of  more 
“popular”  American  music  in  its 
programs,  the  Promenade  Con- 
certs are  now  officially  known 
as  the  “Pops."

After  several  decades  of  Euro- 
pean conductors,  the  BSO 
appoints  American-born  Arthur 
Fiedler,  a violist  in  the  orches- 
tra, to  take  up  the  baton. 

For  the  next  50  years.  Maestro 
Fiedler  reshapes  the  Pops  for 
the  twentieth  century,  bringing 
music  to  the  east  bank  of  the 
Charles  River  with  free 
Esplanade  Concerts,  and  rous- 
ing audiences  with  symphonic 
jazz  and  Broadway  hits. 

1935 

Maestro  Fiedler  leads  the  Pops, 
under  the  name  “The  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,”  in  its  first 
recordings.  “Jalousie”  becomes 
the  first  orchestral  record  to  sell 
more  than  a million  copies. 

1952 

Arthur  Fiedler  continues  to  pro- 
pel the  Boston  Pops  into  the 
national  and  international  lime- 
light with  local  radio  broadcasts 
and  ... 

1970 

...with  “Evening  at  Pops”  on 
national  public  television. 


In  February  1995,  Keith  Lockhart  was  named  twen- 
tieth conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  since  its 
founding  in  1885.  Now  in  his  ninth  season  as  con- 
ductor of  the  Boston  Pops,  Keith  Lockhart  has  main- 
tained a busy  schedule.  He  has  conducted  more  than 
600  concerts  and  made  55  television  shows,  includ- 
ing 35  new  programs  for  PBS’s  Evening  at  Pops,  the 
annual  July  Fourth  spectacular,  produced  by  WBZ-TV4 
in  Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  CBS  Television; 
and  Holiday  at  Pops,  produced  by  WCVB-TV5  in 
Boston  and  shown  nationally  on  A&E.  The  2002 
Evening  at  Pops  telecast  of  “Fiddlers  Three,”  led  by  Mr.  Lockhart,  won  the 
ASCAP  Deems  Taylor  Award  in  the  Television  Broadcast  category.  Mr.  Lockhart 
has  also  led  two  Boston  Pops  performances  at  Carnegie  Hall,  twenty-one 
national  tours,  and  four  overseas  tours  of  Japan  and  Korea.  Under  Mr.  Lock- 
hart’s direction,  the  orchestra  has  broadened  its  touring  activities,  performing 
to  enthusiastic  audiences  in  concert  halls  and  sports  arenas  across  the  country. 
In  February  2002,  he  led  the  Boston  Pops  in  the  pregame  show  of  Super  Bowl 
XXXVI  at  the  Louisiana  Superdome  in  New  Orleans.  Since  1996,  Keith  Lock- 
hart and  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  have  recorded  with  RCA  Victor.  Mr.  Lock- 
hart’s first  six  albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  on  RCA  Victor  - Run- 
nin'  Wild:  The  Boston  Pops  Play  Glenn  Miller  (1996),  American  Visions 
(1997),  the  Grammy-nominated  The  Celtic  Album  (February  1998),  Holiday 
Pops  (September  1998),  A Splash  of  Pops  (1999),  and  the  Latin  Grammy-nom- 
inated The  Latin  Album  (2000)  - all  received  critical  and  popular  acclaim.  A 
compilation  album  entitled  Encore!,  featuring  tracks  from  the  previous  five 
recordings,  was  released  in  March  2000.  The  orchestra’s  latest  recording.  My 
Eavorite  Things  - A Richard  Rodgers  Celebration,  was  released  in  April  2002. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  in  November  1959,  Keith  Lockhart  began  his 
musical  studies  with  piano  lessons  at  the  age  of  seven.  He  holds  degrees  from 
Furman  University  in  Greenville,  SC,  and  Carnegie-Mellon  University  in  Pitts- 
burgh. Mr.  Lockhart  came  to  the  Boston  Pops  from  Cincinnati,  where  he 
served  as  associate  conductor  of  both  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  and  Cincinnati 
Pops  orchestras.  Music  director  of  the  Utah  Symphony  since  1998,  Mr.  Lock- 
hart led  that  orchestra  at  the  2002  Winter  Olympic  Games  in  Salt  Lake  City. 
As  a guest  artist,  Mr.  Lockhart  has  conducted  the  major  symphony  orchestras 
of  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Dallas,  Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  New  York,  Philadelphia, 
Singapore,  Toronto,  and  Vancouver.  In  September  2002,  he  opened  the  Saint 
Louis  Symphony  season  with  a gala  concert  featuring  cellist  Yo-Yo-Ma;  on 
New  Year’s  Eve  2002,  he  led  the  Deutsches  Symphonie-Orchester  in  Berlin; 
and  in  June  2003  he  made  his  debut  with  the  Concertgebouw  Orchestra  of 
Amsterdam.  The  current  season  includes  performances  with  the  Toronto  and 
Baltimore  symphonies  and  his  debut  with  Boston  Lyric  Opera,  where  he  will 
lead  Tosca  in  March  and  April.  Notable  past  engagements  include  his  first 
major  opera  production,  Douglas  Moore’s  The  Ballad  of  Baby  Doe,  with  the 
Washington  (DC)  Opera  and  recent  debuts  with  the  New  York  Chamber  Sym- 
phony, the  Houston  Symphony,  and  the  New  Japan  Philharmonic.
